Also, over in the Mediterranean, 
Commander-in<-nief Elsenhower is 
said to be massing troops on the 
island of Corsica and neutral 
sources say there's a large eonoon- 
tration of Allied transports and 
warships in that neighborhood. 
The Naxis think the Medtterran 
ean signs could mean either of two 
things. Eisenhower may be planning 
another landing on the west coast 
of Italy to assist Allied land opera­ 
tions or he may be headed for an 
invasion of southern Fr ance, 
through the Rhone valley. 
Quite likely tits Germans In 
broadcasting these reports are fish­ 
ing for information. However, it’a 
true that the Allies are making 
many gestures which probably do 
mean invasions. What Berlin can’t 
figure out, though, is when and 
where these offensives are coming 
off.

President Roosevelt yesterday in­ 
dicated In a press conference that 
the parley—which he said was 
great success—is in its final phases 
and that formal documents of 
agreement are being drafted.

predicting a quick invasion of 
France, but merely is repeating 
that circumstances might make it 
advisable and that the operation 
still could be carried out, despite 
the lateness of the season. 
Many military experts have been 
looking for postponement of the 
attempt until next spring, but all 
recognise that it must be controlled 
by (I) the exigencies of the mo 
ment and (2) the feasibility of the 
operation at that moment. 
A further amphibious operation 
against enemy-held Italian territory 
bas been a subject of general dis 
cussion everywhere of late, and 
especially since the Allied land of­ 
fensive struck such tough going 
There’s no question but that we 
have a hard job cut out for us 
to fight our way up the peninsula.

HEN all Is said and done, K 
may be the prisoners of war 
and particularly the German prison­ 
ers of war who will save this coun­ 
try from a more drastic pulpwood 
shortage. 
On the surface, that may seem 
a far-fetched prediction, but the 
forest service is saying here now 
that if certain prejudices can be 
broken down (and it appears they 
can) the United States can avoid 
that margin for error which would 
deprive us of the minimum of news­ 
print, 
magatine, 
pamphlet 
and 
writing paper. 
The background of the story 
must be told first 
On July I, the war production 
board turned over to the forest 
service $1,000,000 with the direc­ 
tive: 
‘ Produce more timber Ar 
else.” 
It was decided th a t'this develop­ 
ment program should be confined 
to lumber-producing states 
eapt 
of the Great Plains. That includes 
l l southern states; the lake States. 
Including Ohio, 
Illinois, Indiana 
and Missouri as well as those bor­ 
dering on the lakes farther west; 
and the eastern states, which in­ 


clude Maine, New Hampshire, Ver­ 
mont. Maryland, Virginia and West 
Virginia. 
Within the forest service, the 
program was divided into three 
parts: logging, milling and labor. 
In charge of th* last was placed 
a two-fisted, experienced, compara­ 
tively young forester. Donald M. 
Rochester, the forest service's chief 
training officer. 
Don Gooks like he might have 
once played halfback for his native 
Michigan football team, but making 
holes in 
yesteryear’s 
Minnesota 
line would have been cbild’s play 
to bucking the play tbey called for 
bim this time. 
The lumber Industry has been 
ont of labor for months and still Is 
losing 
steadily. 
Surveying 
the 
whole field, Rochester could find 
only two possible sources of new 
labor—a negligible amount which 
could be Imported from the Carib­ 
bean M d Mexico and that in the 
army prison camps. 
Since the former was almost 
completely spoken for, Rochester 
decided to go to work on the pris­ 
oners of war. 
He first discovered that by the 
terms of the Geneva conference, 
we cannot use prisoners of war in 


hasardous industries. Logging, he 
found, was out completely, since K 
is listed as the most hasardous in 
dustry on the books. He did find, 
however, that prisoners of war 
could be employed In the cutting 
of pulpwood forests and in certain 
nonhazardous mill Jobs. 
' 
Then he found that the lumber 
Industry, In spite of its manpower 
shortages, was not Inclined to take 
on prisoner-of-war labor. And al­ 
though about one-fourth of our 
14.000 prisoners of war already In 
camps In this country are German 
and italian farm boys who know 
how to swing an ax, virtually none 
was experienced in timber cutting 
or milling. 
Rochester finally was told by 
Col. I. B. Summers, of the provost 
marshal’s geaeral office to use 
whatever prisoner-of-war labor he 
could solicit M d train. That was 
enough. 
As a result, that portion of our 
pulpwood and non-hasardous mill 
industry workers what spell the dlf- 
erence 
between 
something 
and 
nothing probably soon will be hack­ 
ing away at our pulpwood forests 
and working around some of the 
45.000 sawmills that take care of 
the defined area.

In psst years I have perhaps mentioned him in 
this column as often as any other individual of 
my acquaintance, bnt always in the vein of 
gaiety that was the keynote of his llfe-J-some 
anecdote, some reminiscence of a bygone Broad­ 
way, or show business, or some witty observation 
on human Idiosyncrasy. 
Now I come to a last word about him In tho 
deep sorrow that befalls a man on the passing 
of an old and good friend. Ban quietly wont to 
•loop ths other day tired from e 10-month battle 
against Illness. He had suffered long and infrared 
much, this fine n u who gave the world enter­ 
tainment for m tny years, but in his last bonn 
merciful Providence sent him peace and pain­ 
lessness. H i Just went to sleep. 
I have known a great many men in all walks 
of lite In my time, yet I have never known 
one who drank so fully of the Joy of living as 
Ben Bernie, or who was bo eager to share hie 
pleasures with hie friends. 
When bs attained prosperity after g hard 
struggle his households in New York, ta Florida, 
In Saratoga, in Hollywood, In Palm Springs, or 
wherever he might be, were a throwback to the 
time of tbs most fabulous hospitality of another 
era. 


H“i 
nearly always took a big house wherever 
he went to work or play. He carried with 
him his wonderful wife "Wes” 
hie counter­ 
part in whole-souled geniality and love of people, 
his brothers end his other relatives, and old 
Jessie and Lorena, his dark-skinned devoted 
servants. They would set ap for him overnight, 
though it might be in the middle of a desert, a 
menage that for opulence of old-fashioned living 
never has been surpassed. 
Laughter always rang through a Bernie house­ 
hold. The doors seldom were locked or visitors 
invited, because tbey came in hordes, knowing 
they needed no invitation or advance aa noun ce­ 
ment. There was always room for one more, 
with Ben, a huge cigar in his mouth, reveling In 
the company. It was, indeed, the more the merrier 
with him. 
Horses, show business, song writing, golf, prita­ 
ught*, baseball, movies, newspapers, literature— 
you beard all manner of topic* discussed in Ben's 
circle and you saw all kinds of celebrities there. 
He did not seek them. They sought him. ll was 
a privilege to be near him. He was a kind mM, 
a charitable mM. He helped others not as for­ 
tunate. He was one of the most beloved men hit 
own New York ever produced. 
I KNEW him when he was doing a musical act 
in vaudeville with a chap named Class. Ben 
played the violin. He later Joined Will Baker, 
then became a top monologist on his own. There 
was a fellow around In those days of lesser note 
named Ben K. Benny. To avoid being confused 
with the great Bernie, this Ben K. Benny changed 
his name to Jack Benny. 
I saw Ben Bernie become an orchestra leader 
and radio star and saw him move Into the big 
money. He never changed. He wee always the 
•ame. A nice man. A sweet man. He was buoyed 
up in bls last days by the hope he could get 
back to his home In Miami Beach in time for 
the opening et Hialeah, and every day he got a 
racing form and kept posted on the horses. To 
bask In the sun on the race track lawn In Dade 
oonnty once more—that was his dream. 
A pity It could not be realized. A great pity. 
Bnt departing this world forever. Ben Bernie 
"the old maestro,’’ leaves to his family and to 
bls friends a legacy in the form of memory of 
a complete human document, of a man who loved 
living life and died the possessor of more affec­ 
tion than is ever given the average mortal.

IF IT hadn’t been for the war, broeooll would 
have continued to be a strange vegetable 
sprang on uncooperative families by courageous 
housewives, and unable to understand why the 
old man and the kids shouldn’t take a chance, 
too. 
But broccoli muscled Into a lot of Victory 
Gardens last summer and. being practically In­ 
destructible. survived everything that could be 
done to discourage it. Despite frost Md the late­ 
ness of the season. It Is still doing fine st the 
Twittery and promises to hang on at least until 
Christmas. This will go down In family annals 
as the year of broccoli. 
In fact. It has outlasted the weeds, themselves, 
Including the pig weed, which Is 
bo tough It 
grows with its roots In the sir. Next year the 
garden again will Include broccoli, perhaps even 
the same stalks still growing there. They are 
now the size of small trees and probably can’t 
be uprooted without a bulldozer. 
It would be a shame even to try to do anything 
about them while the weather Is still mild enough 
for the children to be outside at their games 
because the little pets love to climb up into the 
broccoli and hide from their playmates. They 
had a tree house In one stalk, but It had ta be 
torn down for kindling when the weather turned 
chilly and the coal didn’t show up. 
Some readers may never have sufen broccoli, 
much less eaten any. When served, it is a vege­ 
table that resembles one of those wooden dish 
mops, except that It Is green. For months after 
the plants are big enough to make shade for a 
medium sized dog nothing happens. Then one day 
the dish mops come springing up from the Interior 
and they keep on springing until mention of 
broccoli makes strong men turn greener than the 
•tuft Itself. 
The mops are cooked In various ways, el! dis­ 
couraging to the lively green worms that hide in 
them and give zest to the eating of broccoli, 
except in cases of squeamish feeders. One of the 
most popular methods Is to conceal the taste 
of the mops and everything else with a cheese 
sauce. 
Th# rest of the broccoli—approximately 98 per­ 
cent—Is inedible, of no interest to man or beast. 
Not even rabbits will touch It. But one way and 
another broccoli Is just about the most spectacular 
product a Victory Gardener can plant in his plot 
When visitors marvel, they can be given some 
broccoli to take home, and chances are it will 
be a mighty long time before they come nosing 
around again with their tongue* hanging out for 
free feeding. Be sure to try some next year.

Ju st because 
some things seem generally well 
known is no guarantee that your 
rem ark will be harm less. 
2.—Don’t ask your visiting sol­ 
dier or war worker what he thinks 
•bout phases of the w ar and then 
pass these on as fact. 
You may 
hit uncomfortably near the truth. 
3.—Don’t think that family gath­ 
erings a re all right because you 
are certain there is no enemy 
agent around. 
Some family mem­ 
ber, a month later, may remember 
a rem ark made at the Thanksgiv­ 
ing table, pass it on to a friend, 
who will pass it on further and 
eventually it may reach the wrong 
destination. 
4.—Particularly avoid speculative 
rem arks such as: 
* 
"W e’re so glad to have Tommy 


home—he’s to be shipped over­ 
seas when he goes back from his 
furlough, you know.’’ 
T hat may sound harm less, but 
pieced together with other frag­ 
m ents of information, it may be 
dynamite. 
According to J. Edgar Hoover, 
the enemy i* particularly inter­ 
ested in learning where our sol­ 
diers, ships, planes, defense plants, 
forts, 
factories, 
harbor defenses 
and war weapon arsenals are lo­ 
cated; how our men are trained 
and equipped and their type of per­ 
formance; when our men leave, a 
ship la launched, a new design 
completed or a certain production 
job finished and most Important, 
what kind of training the soldier 
la getting, with what regiment and 
w hat kind of work i* the war 
worker doing?

Survey Shows What People 


Are Thinking About And 


Would Ask Congress

PRINCETON, N. J., Oct. 30—The 
two chief questions on the minds of 
the American people today, aside 
from the war itself, are post-war 
unemployment and the high cost of 
living. 
These worries are judged by the 
qneations which a representative 
cross-section of the voters say they 
would like to ask their congress­ 
men, lf given the opportunity. 
WORRY No. 1 
Poet-War Employment 
Persons interviewed In all parts 
of the country said they would 
like to ask their congressmen 
about ’'jobs” or employment con­ 
ditions” when the war is over. 
Here are their worries on this 
score as reflected In their 
questions: 
“Is there going to be another 
depression? . 
. What Is congress 
going to do about jobs after the 
war? . . . What provisions are be­ 
ing made for jobs for returning 
soldiers? . . .What are we going 
to do when war plants close 
down? . . . Will there be enough 
jobs for both men and women?” 
WORRY No. 2 
High Coat Of Living 
The high cost of living still 
looms large in the public mind. 
This is borne out by the great 
numbers who would like to ask 
such things as this: 
“What Is congress 
doing 
to 
bring the high cost of living 
down? . . . Why don’t they keep 
prices down? . . . How does my 
congressman expect me, a salar­ 
ied man, to get along with prices 
aky high? . . . Why doesn’t price 
control work for food? . . . Why 
do prices keep going up? . . . Some­ 
thing’s got to be done about the 
price of food. What is my congress­ 
man doing about it?” 
WORRY No. 3 
Rationing 
Those who want to ask about 
rationing are mostly concerned 
with meat and butter shortages, al­ 
though many have shortages of 
gasoline, shoes, and other items on 
their minds. 
A great number complain about 
shortages of points for meat and 
butter, as shown in the follow­ 
ing: 
"How do they expect two people 
to live on 32 points a week? . . . 
How can we get more meat? . . . 
Is there a chance of lowering 
points 
on 
meat; 
we 
haven’t 
enough. . . . Why are ration point! 
so high on meat and butter? . . , 
Where’s all the butter? That's 


what I’d like to ask my congress­ 
man." 
WORRY No. 4 
Taxation 
The next biggest worry revealed 
in the questions people want to 
ask is that of taxes: “How much 
higher are taxes going? . . . Will 
there be a sales tax next? . . . 
When are they going to pat a ceil­ 
ing on income taxes? These are 
a few of the questions. 
Equally as important is the ques­ 
tion of public spending, so far as 
the public is concerned: “Can we 
cut down on some of the wasteful 
spending? . . . How about getting 
rid of some of the workers in 
Washington? . . . Why do they 
spend money so recklessly? . . . 
Why can’t we cut down on the 
cost of government?” 
WORRY No. 6 
Tho Draft 
With draft boards throughout 
the country now dipping into the 
father 
category, 
an 
increasing 
number want to ask their con 
gressmen about the draft prob­ 
lem. 
Typical 
of 
the 
qneations 
people said they want to ask con 
gressmen are these: "Are they 
really going to take my husband 
and other husbands with children? 
. . . Why don’t they take single 
men out of war plants and gov 
eminent jobs? . . . How am I go­ 
ing to take care of my children lf 
they take my husband? . . , Why 
don’t they take all single a n 
first r 
OTHER WORRIES 
Many of the questions which 
people would like to ask con 
gressmen 
reveal 
continued 
im 
patience with “governmental red 
tape, 
bickering, 
and 
bureau­ 
cracy.” 
Labor problems, such as strikes, 
also continue among public wor 
rles.
